And, furthermore, it may be said that the whole of the 
Upper Columbia and Upper Kootenay valleys never before 
had so many things in its favor as it has right now. 

Not only in one particular branen of our numerous 
resources may we look forward to with assurances of pros- 
perity, but each and every one is wearing a rosy tint that 
is of the most delightful hue, especially to those who have 
been waiting long years. 

The construction of the railroad is, of course, of para- 
mount importance to one and all of our natural resources, 
and now that construction has actually started it undoubtly 
will be completed as the conditions of the charter and 
subsidy require, and every resource will not fail to be de- 
veloped to their fullness as quickly as capital and labor 
will permit. 

Without any desire to boom all this may bo fairly 
elaimel and is positively justifiable looking at the condi- 


tions as they present themselves today. 
Everything appears to be working together now for 
the particular advantages that these valleys can boast of. 
Our Jauds, our timber, our mines, and even our magni- 
ficent scenery is being favored by the return to this

Our forests thus far have merely been touched, but the 
movements now on foot are undeniably of importance 
Jooking towards this industry being developed on a very 
extensive scale the coming fall and winter, On nearly) 
every creck along tle valley large tracts of timber have 


been staked out and some of the creeks are being cleaced to 
allow the saw logs to come down. 

Next our agricuitural lands are receiving the most 
gratifying attention, although there is only a very small | 
per centage of it as yet under cultivation, yet the success of 
the few ranchers in farra produce generally and in fruit 
raising particuarly has been of such an encouraging nature 
and has attracted so muchattention that it is now receiving 
more than local notice, and in a little while is destined to 
be one of the best paying resources the valley may boast of, 

Lastly, yet not of less imiportance than the resources 


already mentioned, our scenery is attracting’ a few tourists, 


who are delighted with it and who voluntarily promise to 
tell their friends of its wonderous beauty. In due time 
with proper publicity this one resource is sure to make 
this country known the world over,
